that every body recognizes and y et 
nothing effective is done about it. 
As Dr. W ork say s, there are about 
tw ice as m any coal mfners in the U n­ 
ited States as are needed to perform 
the work pf gettin g out the nation’s 
supply of coal. 
There are also very 
m any piore operating coal m ines than 
the country needs. 
The result 
is 
that the ipiners ordiparily work only 
about h alf the tim e. 
Through 
an 
extrem ely pow erful 
union— a 
union 
which causes It* m em bership dues to 
be collected by the em ploy ers out of 
the w ages of the m en— they demand 
a living w age for half-tim e work. 
The sab otage of tim e by the idle 
under pay ,” say s Dr. W ork, “ and of 
property intrusted to them , m ust be 
added to the cost price by the con- 
sumei’s. 
And the consum ers in mo.st 
instances are them selves w age earn­ 
ers whp work steadily through the 
y ear to 
^ living. 
A large per­ 
centage of the striking mine ty qrkers 
are not needed in the coal m ining in ­ 
dustry on any term s. 
There are in­ 
dustries 
where .th is surplus 
labor 
th at now neither mine coal not let 
any body else do so m ight be em ploy ­ 
ed at good w ages the 
y ear 
round. 
Thus the rest of the

m ight 
have steady em ploy m ent m ining coah 
It ’s jmposi-ifde to see why the peo­ 
ple and the industries of this country 
s^’ould pay fop cps) prices su fficien t 
to keep miners 
in idleness half the 
y ear and give a profit to the owner« 
of thousands of producing m ines for 
w hose product under 
properly 
ar­ 
ranged 
economic 
conditions there 
would be no sale in com petition w ith 
m ines where production costs 
are 
less. 
E ven this is by no m eans 
the 
whole stoiy . Coal m ining can be done 
tnrge’.v bv m achinery at only a frac­ 
tion of the cost of hand labor. The 
miners' uqjon forbids the use of such 
for I machinery . 
IL're is far reaching sabotage that 
makes coal dear and h.ird to get. N o 
ettlem ent of the coal strike 
that 
does not bring w ith it a searching in­ 
vestigation of this evil by a com pe­ 
tent federal com m ission w ill hold out 
any reasonable prospect of leadipg to 
a fair reduction in the excessive coat 
of fuel.

Girl Is Prostrated 
Dorothy Harp, black-haired and vi-, 
xracious, the daughter of C. T, Harp, 
and the step daughter of J. E. Hamil­ 
ton, is at her home in Waxahachie 
prostrated bv the sudden tragedy in 
which she is one of the central fig ­ 
ures. It was because her father and 
step-father claimed that she had been 
persuaded to leave her home by John­

Aug. 16.— Malaria 
is caused by the presence of certain 
small organisms or parasites in the 
blood of the infected person. 
There 
are several varieties of these organ- 
sms— each of them producing a char­ 
acteristic tyi>e of malaria. 
Howev­ 
er, they are all transmitted in the 
same way: through the bite of the 
Anapheles mosquito. 
Malaria is not 
acquired by eating 
improper food, 
drinking bad water, or in any other 
way than by the bite of a mosquito. 
But if one already has malaria para­ 
sites In his blood doing these things 
will develop it (bring it out- so to 
speak) but not unless he is already 
infected with malaria, 
The mosquito doe., not produ^'e tho 
malaria organism* of Itself, 
It ;s 
merely a link in the chain of malaria 
transmission; the course being from 
man to* mosquito to man. 
The mos­ 
quito in biting an infected person 
sucks up blood with malaria parasites 
in it. 
These parasites multiply in 
her stomach and in from 7 to 14 days 
make their appearance in her salvia. 
This salvia is iniected by the mos­ 
quito while biting for the purpose of 
making the blood flow more freely 
and incidentallv i* the cause of the 
irritation following a mosquito bite. 
W ith the salvia the malaria parasites 
are passed on and there is ope more 
vistim of chills and fever. 
A realization of the part which the 
mosquito plays in transmitting ma­ 
laria gives U» four pointa pf attack 
in the var against this widespread 
disease: First, the getting rid of Ano­ 
pheles mosquitoes; second, prevent­ 
ing access of mosquitoes to man, in 
other words, screening; third, pre­ 
venting the infection of mosquitoes 
by means of curing infected persons; 
fourth, 
immunlziflo: people against 
malarial fever.

MALARIA LETTER NO. 1 
ON TRANSMISSION 


(Special to the Eagle). 
Austin. Texas, 
Aug. 16.—Malaria 
is caused by the presence of certain 
small organisms or parasites in the 
blood of the infected person. 
There 
are several varieties of these organ- 
sms—each of them producing a char­ 
acteristic type of malaria. 
Howev­ 
er, they are all transm itted in the 
same way: through the bite of the 
Anapheles mosquito. 
Malaria is not 
acquired by eating 
improper food, 
drinking bad water, or in any other 
way than by the bite of a mosquito. 
But if one already has malaria para­ 
sites in his blood doing these things 
will develop it (bring it out- so to 
speak) but not unless he is already 
infected with malaria. 
The mosquito doe,, not produce the 
malaria organisms of Itself, 
It is 
merely a link In the chain of malaria 
transmission; the course being from 
man to' mosquito to man. 
The mos­ 
quito in biting an infected person 
sucks up blood with malaria parasiter- 
in it. 
These parasites multiply in 
her stomach and in from 7 to 14 days 
make their appearance in her salvia. 
This salvia is injected by the mos­ 
quito while biting for the purpose of 
making the blood flow more freely 
and incidentally is the cause of the 
irritation following a mosquito bite. 
With the salvia the malaria parasites 
are passed on and there is one more 
vistim of chills and fever. 
A realization of the part which the 
mosquito plays in transm itting ma­ 
laria gives u* four pointe Pf attack 
in the *’nr against this widespread 
disease: First, the getting rid of Ano­ 
pheles mosquitoes; second, prevent­ 
ing access of mosquitoes to man, in 
oth^r words, screening; third, pre­ 
venting the infection of mosquitoes 
by means of curing infected persons; 
fourth, 
immunizing people against 
malarial fever.
